causing an incident; we made it clear that this was not 
enough, but Ministry still would not tell us what these — 
measures were. Today, however, Ministry of Foreign Affair's 
informed us in copfidence that one of the two was being send 
under close supervision to Hendaye and the other to Nice 
for the peried of the visit; if they showed any signs of 
giving trouble they would be arrested, Moreover they 
had the written agreement cf the Stern Gang and Irgun that 
they would cause no incident during the visit. Although 
Ministry did not claim that this provided a certain guarantee, 
they said that they had in the past had acsurences from these 
organisations about terrorists activities in France which 
had been respected. The fact was that terrorist.organisations 
knew that Jews had everything to lose by starting such 
activities om French soil e.g. facilities for transit 


of Jews through France,
